In the rough sketch of the legislative 
division of thé dounffy, suggested by 
Governor Seymour, gn his memorable | 
Paris dispatch, it is proposed to give the 
island dependency three official and four. 
elective members, of which Victoria is to 
send three, Nanaim@ two, Comox two. 
This division need nog, we -think, neces- 
sarily be considered fas final ; and we 
would, therefore, take the liberty of sub- 
mitting the following &s an improvement: 
Let the island be divided into four coun- 
ties as follows 4 F igst. Victori», and its 
“pocket borouglis.” Second. Cowichan, 
Clfemainus, and Salt Spring. Third. 
Nanaimo, and! adjacent settlements. 
Fourth. Comox.and the settlements cer- 
tain speedily to Sprig up around it. The 
county of Victoria ke send gne official 
and two elective members; Cowichan, 
etc.; for the pregentjone official member}; 
as that county pout doubtless require 
an official to digchagge the duties of Col- 
lector of Customg and Harbormaster,, 
who could also‘act hs honorary Magis-:

for a store in Russian territory, to the boun- 
dary near the mouth of Naas river.

waters, “What was the, result as regards the 
Indians? They have been drinking moderately 
from having a supply on hand and which they 
could purchase nt Jei§ure and without fear? 
Alag for the new theory! I only wish that 
|those people had been ol liged to live in the 
|Indian camps «above here since the arrival of 
the Native. They would then have daily seen 
sights and heard sounds which would have 
shaken their nerves. ns-well ds their faith in 
the proposed Indian liquor bill. 

There remains another tenet in the proposed 
change, to which I must allude:—It is said 
that the revenue of the Colony will be enhanced 
by legalizing the sale of liquor to Indians. 

Now, looking beyond. the surface, is it not 
industry that forms the spring and source of a 
country’s revenue. Then it becomes a qnes- 
tion—would the new law promote industry 
among.the Indians? Would ‘supplying them 
with liquor terid to civilize them, elevate their 
tastts, inspire them with \new, wants, suggest 
to them the possibility of their opening up the 
sources of trealth around them, and urge them 






to the task? If it would do none of these 
|things, why then Icanhot ‘see how it will 
jreally enhance .the revenue. It it is urged 


that much of the liquor which ‘is’ now sold to 
the Indians pays no duty; I reply—and so it 
| would be under the propdsed new regulation, 
junless the Government i$ prepared to defend 
|} the Custom laws with mbre vigilance than is 
the case at present. Hunt the smuggler down, 
ns is done in every other country,and then we 
|shall have no, more reason to complain of the 
loss.to the revenue than falls to the lot of 
other nations. . Ne 

And now I have but one other question T 
Wish to press, and it is this :—How will legal- 
izing the sale of liquor xffect the missionary 
and civilizer among-the Indians? 

Placed as he is, away from all protection of 
the law, and perhaps the only white man in the 
settlement, to put any hindrance in his way 
is What no nation professibg christianity would 
do. Would then the proposed new liquor law 
be a hindrance to his work ? Let us -examine. 
The missionary.is a reformer. He is endea- 
voring to subvert ail vice. He therefore nec- 
essarily comes in conflict with the rampant 
passion ef the Indian—his love of liquor. At 
-ptesent the law and the missionary fight side 
t The Indians'see this. “A wholesome 
fear Of the law keep the missionaries path 
open through the turbulent camp. The con- 
sciousness that he is aiding and abetting the 
law breakéy, keeps the drunken fndian at bay, 
makes him 6ften hide himself and his liquor, 
and otherwise\restrains the vicious passions 
aroused by thé missionary’s -presence and 
teathing. \, : 

The missionary, too, is able to point at the 
cofitrast between thé mind and bumanity of 
thé Government and the-selfish lawlessness of 
the liquor sellers. The indians are well able 
to sce and appreciate the difference. But note 
the change that must take place in the Indians 
mind when the Government become identified 
with liquor sellers. See the awkward position 
of the lonely reformer in an Indtan camp, all 
against him. How, then, would pkoud impu- 
dence vaunt againsthim! What defiant frowns 
would meet him everywhere! Nor wotld they 
hesitate to clutch the triumpbant bottle and 
thrust it in his face. What more might foNow 
we cannot say, But it is plain his path wond 
he no longer safe through the maddened campy
